Tie  rainy  night  did  ndtj  prevent  a  very 
fairTatteiuianee  at  the  opening  lecture 
of  ilie  Seminary  course  last  Tuesday 
evening,  ami  those  who  Were  there  were 
w  elllpaid  for  donning  theif  gossamers  and 
guiijs.  Dr.  Richards  has  ji  certain  charm 
in  iis  running  off-liand  I  talks  which  is 
surq  to  bring  back  to  h4s  lecture  ro<im 
those  who  heard  liis  former  course  on 
Soui>d.  The  subject  wasl’  The  Birth  on 
the  I'laiietary  System."  [ 

Di .  Richards  began  with  a  progress 
bad  ward  from  the  present  condition  of 
the  earth  through,  the  geological  epochs 
(if  the  earth  to  its  molten  condition,  and 
ther  to  its  gaseous  and  ethereal  state. 
From  this  he  proceeded  jto  draw  a  de¬ 
scription  of  that  one  vast  vaporous  or 
ethereal  sphere — composed  of  matter  so 
thin  that]  even  light  was  Aot  reflected  in 
it — which1  pervaded  the  hikicc  now  occu 
pied  by  tlie  solar  system.  'Then  came,  in 
brisk  and  lively  succession,  the  origin  of 
impulse  which  set  the  mass  in  rotation, 
the  *ontraction  of  the  mat>s,  the  detach- 
men ;  of  ring  after  ring  from  the  outside 
surface  of  tlie  sphere,  the  breaking  up  of 
the  rin*;  into  pirces,  and  Die  doubling  of 
the  Pieces  into  rotating  balk,  the  remnants 
of  the  rings  in  Saturn  andiof  the  balls  in 
the  ImoOiis  o(  Jupiter  and  of  the  earth 
and  the  development  of  I  heat  by  con¬ 
traction,  both  in  thesuinuld  intheearth, 
Tlie  nebular  hypothesuj,  as  suggested 
by  Lant  and  developed  bf  I>aplact*,  was 
outl  netl  in  quick,  dear  st Hokes. 

•  Tl  e  supply  of  heat  in  tile  sun,  the  ira- 
meit  a*  disciiarge  of  caloriyinto  space,  the 
material  for  sun-fuel  in  iXetebrs  falling 
Mini  aril,  and  their  development  of  com¬ 
bustion  by  terrific  stitokt  against  the 
sun'  mass,  gave  another  group  of  lively 
pictures.  Another  vivid  series  was  a 
repr ‘sentation  of  the  filial cooling  of  the 
eartl  i  ami  its  last  inhabitants,  its  fall  into 
the  j  un,  its  addition  of  sun-fuel  for  some 
millijus  of  years  more,  and  at  last  the 
uttef  extinguishment  of  the  stln  and  the 
huIiI  nu*  and  awful  results  in  the  system 
of  w  lich  tin*  sun  is  the  centre.

In  a  former  article  we  attempted  to  de¬ 
monstrate  that  the  point  we  havejreached 
in  prophetical  time  is  that  of  the  “  last 
days  ”  as  described  by  the  A pos tfl.es;  and 
that  the  “signs"  to  prt*cedethe  '{coming 
of  Christ  ”  were  not  to  be  looked  for  until 
we  near  their  conclusion.  Let  {us  now 
inquire  as  to  the  nature  of  those  feigns. 

Great  care  and  thorough  studfy  of  tlie 
Scriptures  are  required  in  any  [attempt 
to  understand  the  predictions' df  things 
still  in  tjhe  future.  Guess  work  And  curi¬ 
ous  speculation  are  useless.  Tne  Bible 
must  bd  its  own  interpreter.  Tllat  many 
of  the  prophecies  have  been  literally  ful¬ 
filled  cannot  be  denied.  It  aIso{  appears 
plain  that  prophecies  of  the  destruction 
of  great  cities  have  generally  been  blended 
with  predictions  of  the  coming  of  the 
“  King  of  kings.”  Jesus' prophefey  of  the 
destruction  of  Jerusalem,  and  of  the  end 
of  the  present  dispensation  is  sb  worded 
as  to  make  the  former  descriptive  of  the 
latter;  for  nearly  everything  enjimerated 
in  that  prediction  was  fulflljed  to  a 
limited  extent  in  the  destruction  of  that 
city.  Among  other  things  (relating  par¬ 
ticularly  to  the  destruction  of  Jerusalem) 
it  was  said  “fearful  sights  and  great 
signs  shall  there  be  from  heaven."  Jo 
sephus  tells  us  that  at  that  tin  jo  “a  star 
resembling  a  sword  stood  overjthe  city, 
and  a  comet  continued  a  whole  year.” 
Also  on  a  certain  day  “  before  sunsetting, 
chariots  and  troops  of  soldien  in  their 
armor  Were  seen  running  about  among 
the  clouds  and  surroundings  *f  cities.” 
Several  other  very  strange  occurrences 
are  related  by  the  same  writer. 

The  ljiistake  of  loaning  toward  the 
absolutely  literal  or  absolutely!  spiritual 
interpretation  of  these  tilings  lids  resulted 
in  producing  a  great  jtleal  of  mischief  by 
bringing  about  a  sort  of  contempt  for  a 
large  portion  of  the  Scriptures, |aml  lead¬ 
ing  many  to  believe  that  a  studfe  of  these 
things  is  unprofitable  and  min.  But 
what  are  we  told  at  the  very  beginning 
of  the  last  book  of  prophecy  lfcft  to  the 
Church’i  "Blessed  is  he  that  readeth, 
and  thejy  that  hear  the  words  of  this 
prophecy,  and  keep  those  things  which 
are  written  therein:  for  the  a  me  is  <tt 
/il/iff."  When  Daniel  received  his 
propheeV  of  the  same  things  he  was  told 
to  seal  it  up  because  the  vision  was  for 
many  days;  but  John  i^  told,  Rejv.  xxii:  1(1, 

“  Seal  not  tlie  sayings  of  the  pdophecy  of 
this  book:  for  the  tinie  is  at  fnind. "  We 
cannot  accept  the  theory  of  sojne,  there¬ 
fore,  tha,t  all  or  even  very  liuuw  of  these 
things  afe  still  in  the  future;  ifut  rather, 
inasmuch  as  these  predict  ions  have  been 
in  process  of  fulfillment  for  sixteen  hun¬ 
dred  years  or  more,  we  are  n<|w  rapiilly 
nearing  their  completion. 

The  falling  of  the  shirs  and  Barkening 
of  sun  and  moon  are  figures  which  have 
frequently  been  used  by  tlie'jirophets  to 
denote  great  political  and  social  changes, 
as  jiroved  abundantly  bv  tlie  events.

To  the  world  in  general  he  there  an¬ 
nounces  that  his  real  hero  is  Offitt.  and 
his  real  heroine  Maud  Matehin.  He  re¬ 
pudiates  both  extremes  of  opinion — the 
one  that  he  is  a  snob  and  cultivates  the 
aristocracy,  and  the  other  that  he  is  a  foe 
to  labor  unions  and  the  interests  of  the 
oppressed  mechanic.

The  author  as¬ 
serts  that  his  identity  is  known  to  but 
three  persons — himself,  a  prominent  liter¬ 
ary  man,  and  one  other,  and  who  is  pre¬ 
sumably  the  editor  of  the  (Mntnry,  but 
who  is  perhaps  liis  own  wife!  the  editor 
in  question  possibly  posing  as  the  “  liter¬ 
ary  friend."  He  also  says  that  he  is  a 
working  man  and  earns  his  bread  by  hard 
labor,  with  little  or  no  vacation;  and  that 
even  his  publishers  are  ignorant  of  his 
name. 

But  the  man  who  could  write  “The 
Bread  Winners  "is  no  tyro.  There  is  a 
finish  to  his  style,  which— although  it  be¬ 
trays  rapid  work  throughout — is  alwrays 
that  of  a  cultured  and  experienced  writer. 
The  man  has  evidently  been  an  essayist, 
a  composer  of  sketches,  a  poet  possibly — 
but  never,  before  this  date,  a  novelist. 
His  acquaintance  with  all  classes  is 
noticeable.  His  Western  scenes  are  cor¬ 
rect  in  every  detail.  His  mechanics  and 
labor  agitators  are  close  to  the  life— as 
any  true  and  accurate  observer  can  tes¬ 
tify.  Maud  Matehin  ^  is  unfortunately 
visible  to  any  one  wHo  cares  to  search 
after  her.  Farnham  and  the  Beldings 
are  real  people.  There  is  not  one  inci¬ 
dent  in  the  book  which  is  improbable 
(except  it  may  be  Mrs.  Belding  s  opera 
glass)  and  the  various  characters  are  aflB 
within  the  range  of  the  experience  eve™ 
of  the  writer  of  this  critique. 

Thus,  if  we  were  asked  to  name  the 
author  we  should  single  out  a  journalist 
in  preference  to  any  one  else— -and  such  a 
journalist  as  Col.  John  Hay.  The  writ¬ 
ing  is  New  York  waiting — not  from  Bos¬ 
ton,  nor  Philadelphia,  nor  any  place  in 
the  interior  of  the  West.  The  general 
tone  of  the  novel  is  far  enough  removed 
from  Howell  and  James  and  the  present 
school— and,  as  wTe  think,  healthily  re 
moved.  The  very  use  of  slang  is  master¬ 
ly,  and  displays  a  Bohemian  adaptiveness 
which  none  who  read  Col.  H  ays’  Pike  Co. 
Ballads  will  deny  to  that  brilliant  gentle¬ 
man.  In  short  that  is  our  guess  at  the 
authorship,  and  we  shall'  let  it  stand 
until  a  better  offers  itself. 

“Tlie  Bread  Winners"  is  truly  a  social 
study.  It  reveals  the  danger*  of  the  up- 
growing  mechanic  class— the  children  of 
parents  who  are  content  with  humbler 
dress  and  plainer  living  than  their  more 
aspiring  families.  It  also  sets  forth  with 
some  considerable  vividness  the  danger 
of  labor  agitation  when  conducted — as  it 
mostly  is — by  men  of  the  Offitt  stamp;  to 
the  ruin  of  many  a  good  fellow  like  Sam 
Sleeny.  The  final  catastrophe  where 
Sleeny  proves  his  own  avenger  is  emi¬ 
nently  poetical,  for  it  strides  across  all 
conventionalities  like  a  Titan.  Col.  Hay 
advocated  such  doctrines,  by  the  way, 
after  Lincoln's  assassination.  It  was  in 
his  superb  poein,  “God's  Vengeance,” 
published  first  in  the  Independent ,  and 
never  to  be  forgotten  by  any  who  read  it. 
Its  key-note  is  just  the  same  as  in  that 
fiery  scene  : 

1  Must  He  come  down  from  His  throne? 
Hath  He  no  instruments  here  ?” 

We  cannot  stay  to  analyze  the  book  at 
length.  It  is  too  brief  for  the  work  of 
either  a  man  of  leisure  or  a  professional 
novelist.  It  is  indeed  almost  crude  in  the 
brevity  of  many  of  its  seeiies.  It  has  an 
intolerance  even  with  its  own  delay.  In 
the  present  shape  which  has  been  given 
given  to  it  by  the  Messrs.  Harper  it  is 
a  most  delightful  volume.  And  we  are 
greatly  mistaken  if  it  does  not  grow 
rather  than  dwindle  in  public  esteem.  It 
is  also  safe  to  add  that  the  book  buyer 
who  wants  to  get  the  American  novel 
when  it  appear*,  hail  better  be  content 
to  drop  the  modern  school  anil  to  buy 
this  particular  work  of  fiction  and  cata¬ 
logue  it  for  future  reference.  It  is  the 
strongest,  freshest,  brightest— though 
scarcely  the  most  symmetrical— effort  in 
that  direction  of  which  we  are  aware. 
Our  readers  will  make  no  mistake  if  they 
secure  and  retain  it  per  am  ne  a*  form.
